JOSEPH ANDERSON, Executor of the Estate of MARION KREMEN, Decedent, having filed 
his First and Final Report and Account of Executor and Petition for Its Settlement, for Allowance of 
Executor Compensation, for Allowance of Statutory Attorney Fees and Costs and for Final Distribution, 
the same coming on regularly for hearing on this date, the Court finds that: 

1 . Notice of the time and place of this hearing has been given as required by law. 

2. All acts and transactions of Petitioner, as Executor of the Estate, during the period 
of the report, are truly shown and should be approved, and all allegations of the petition are true. 

3 . MARION KREMEN died testate on June 1 5, 20 1 2, in Fresno County, and was a resident 
thereof at the time of her death. 
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4. Petitioner was appointed Executor of the Decedent's Estate on August 1, 2012, and 
Letters Testamentary were issued to Petitioner on the same date. At all times since then, Petitioner has 
been and is now the duly qualified Executor of the Decedent's Estate. 

5. On August 1, 2012, Petitioner was granted full authority by Order of this Court to 
administer the Estate without Court supervision under the Independent Administration of Estates Act. 
This authority has not been revoked. Petitioner has taken no action under this authority. 

6. Notice to Creditors has been published for the period and in the manner prescribed by 
law. Within 30 days after completion of publication of Notice to creditors, an affidavit was filed with 
the Clerk of this court showing due publication of notice to creditors in the manner and form required 
by law. More than four months have elapsed since the first publication of Notice to Creditors. Petitioner 
has fully complied with Probate Code §9050 through 9054. The time for filing and presenting Creditor's 
Claims concluded on December 1 , 2012. 

7. Petitioner knows of no public entity to which notice is required under Probate Code 
§9201 (a). Notice was provided under Probate Code §9202, except as to the California Victim 
Compensation and Government Claims Board as the estate beneficiaries are institutions and therefore 
have never been confined in a prison or facility under the jurisdiction of the Department of Corrections 
and Rehabilitation or any other corrections facility. 

8. A Final Inventory and Appraisal of the Estate was filed on February 4, 2013, showing 
estate assets with a value of $2,721,047.74. A Corrected Inventory and Appraisal was filed on March 
20, 2013, showing estate assets with a value of $2,697,845.20. Petitioner alleges that such Corrected 
Inventory and Appraisal contains all of the assets of the Estate that have come to Petitioner's knowledge 
or into his possession. 

9. Petitioner is chargeable with and is entitled to the credits as set forth in the following

14. Petitioner has performed all required duties as Executor of the Decedent's Estate. All 
debts of the Decedent and of the Estate and all expenses of administration, have been paid, except for 
Executor and Attorneys fees and costs.
